A recent 4000-mile auto trip through the 
Pacific Northwest and the Rocky lit.States 
of Idaho, Montana ad Wyoming has empha~ 
sized the fact that dams under construc- 
tion and proposed bring. conservation 
workers the threat of a major headache of 
national proportions. 

Why? In most cases the. areas affected 
are only partly in national parks or 
Forest Service wilderness areas, in 
the proposed. Rogue River Dams case, it 
is outside the boundaries within which: 
we try to confine our activities, 

Construction of most of the dams is 
justified by the various local and 
government interests involved, Flood 
control, storage of irrigation waters 
and production of hydro-electric powers 
are major reasons given, All are major 
problems in all of the ilest, 

While one must’ go.slow in. opposing 
these proposals, their advocates are 
under no such restraint. In fact, there 
seems an unholy haste in trying to get 
them authorized by act of Consress, So 
much so that. an investigating committee 
has .been appointed to check on the pres- 
sure exerted by a reported construction 
and. machinery lobby in Washington, 

If these dams are actually necessary, 
what: ones- should be built nowe-when work 
is at peak prices? What ones can be dee 
ferred-ewhen work is cheaper? 

“ The cardinal question is--will these 

dams, particularly many recommended by 

the Army Engineers, actually accomplish 
the flood control claimed? 

Terrifying results of manecaused floods 
are widely publicized, Little is repor=- 
ted about floods caused by rapid run-off 
over lands depleted of normal forest 
COVErS»

After several wonths preparation our pat-~ 
ty arrived in Spillamacheen, British Coi- 
umiia, well pcepared for a climbin: trip 
in the Bugal) os, The group included:

Yodeleditor : 

The news in the Yodeler is all so 
fascinating at this distance that I can 
well understand why the paper means a lot 
to people away from San Francisco, 

That week in London I mentioned in the 
June 21 Yodeler seems a long way back now, 
much as we enjoyed ite We also had a week 
which combined the Cotswolds, the Shake- 
speare country and the Malvern Hills--and 
then crossed over to France. IJnmediately 
we went into raptures about the food and 
the cooking--everything tastes so much 
better than in England, “though there are 
many shortagese ’ 

We spént two weeks in )Paris—occupied a 
small apartment—-had our "petit dejeuner" 
and lots of French conversation every day 
with friends nearby and learned something 
about living in Paris as a Parisian, not 
as a tourist. (For instance, there was hot 
water on week ends only}) We went to the 
ballet, the Opera Comique, the Comedie 
Francaise and the Folies Bergere—-we!ll 
admit the latter was a tourist spectacle 
but it was magnificent$ 

Unfortunately, the weather was grey and 
cool, and continued so through most of 
the other parts of France we visited» But 
now we're on the Riviera, which seems to 
be southern California and Hawaii and a 
few other places combined, with dazzling 
sunlight, the sparkling blue Mediterranean, 
(without surf or waves), towering hills 
and beautiful towns. We are spending a 
week in Monte Carlo, which has a delight- 
fully informal atmosphere, reasonable 
hotels and restaurants and even better food 
than in France itself—for this is the 
Principality of Monaco. There are even 
oranges—-some from Italy and some from 
California by air 

Wetll be full of helpful hints for trav- 
elers by the time wetre home again. How 
to try to have clean clothes when you 
don't stop quite long enough for laundry 
and you seldom have hot water. How to 
maneuver yourselves onto French trains, 
third class, and try to get a seate How 
to eat on train journeys when there is no 
diner and you leave at such an early hour 
you can't buy anything, We may not always 
manage perfectly but we're learning! 

Qur facility in French is developing, 
too. After five weeks we are even cap~ 
able of arguing in the language when it 


THE WANDERINGS OF THE PEOPLE OF MUIR 
(The following record of the 1948 High 
Trip is an abstract by Suzanne Reichardof 
dhe: Uhrénieléss of Scanlon, Jukes, Sieck 
and Wampler.) 

Upon the fourth day of the seventh 
month a mighty multitude of people from 
all parts of the land, yea, even from 
Massachusetts and Delaware, gathered to- 
gether at the Meadow of Zumwalt. These 
people, being sated with the fleshppots 
of the lowlands, wished to purify them 
selves by &@ sojourn in the high places. 
Their leader, King Dave, was a mighty 
king, who commanded the sun to shine, the 
asses to run on time and the hour to ad~ 
vance or stand still, as he pleaseds 
That night he stood before the sacred 
fire and gave forth the law and the cove- 
nants. He admonished his people to dig 
and cover. On the morrow he led them 
forth to the Valley of Paradise. Here he 
permitted them to tarry but a short while, 
then drove them on to greater heights, 
even to Twin Lakes, where the cold winds 
chilled their flesh.» Ever upward he led 
them, over Pinchot Pass, where only the 
purple Polemonium growse He then brought 
them to a place of great beauty, Bench 
Lakes, where they rested awhile. Upon 
the lake was reflected the iwage of the 
Mount of the Arrowhead, as in a mirror. 
Some of the people climbed this mountain, 
while others fished, and the females of | 
the group busied themselves with the wash- 
ing of their raiment and their persons. 

Upon the twelfth day, being wroth at 
the softness of his people, King Dave 
drove them over Cartridge Pass, a place 
of great steepness and barrenness. Here 
the horse of one of the ass-tenders fell 
and the ass-tender rolled down the moun- 
tain side, but escaped serious injury. 
The stoves likewise fell off the asses, 
so that the people went hungry until a 
late hour that night. Thereafter, King 
Dave, in order to. harden his people, 
drove them up great heights, or down 
great depths, almost every day, On the 
seventeenth day he brought them back to 
the Meadow of Zumwalt, whence all but a 
small group of the faithful deserted him 
in order to return to the fleshpots of 
the lowlands.

The weather kept ‘us 
cessful rescue attempts, Bettler and:

The 1948 Knapsack Trip, consisting of ©

from Parsons Lodge on July 18--destina- 
tion Reds Meadow via Cathedral Pass, 
Lake Ireland, Donohue Pass, Thousand 
Island Lake, Lake Ediza and Minaret 
Lake, — 

We decided to leave the trail at Ca- 
thedral Pass and go cross country to 
Lake Ireland by way of Nelson Lake and _ 
Tuolumne Pass, aiming at Nelson Lake the 
first day and Lake Ireland the next, 

The usual unexpected experiences in- 
cident to cross country travel over un= 
familiar areas in the Sierra, slowed the 
party. down the first day, but we were 
back on schedule at Lake Ireland the. 
second: night. This two-day cross coun= 
try jaunt is recommended for those who 
like to keep away from trails. From 
Moody Lake, over the ridge and up the 
valley past Nelson Lake to the pass at 
Rafferty Peak is particularly lovely.
